Whales Do Not Spout 


| 
What Comes From Cetacean’s Blow- 


hole Is Steam. 
Since a whale breathes air, when 
it is below the surface the breath 


must be held, for if water should be 
taken into the lungs the animal 
would drown, Thus as soon as a 
cetacean comes to the surface its 


breath is expelled and a fresh supply 
inhaled before it again goes down. 
The breath, which has been held 
in the lungs for a considerable time 
under pressure, is highly heated, and 
as it is forcibly expelled into the 
colder outer air, it condenses, form- 
ing a column of steam. A_ similar 
effect may be produced 
son if on a frosty morning the breath 
is suddenly blown from the mouth. 
That whales spout out of the blow- 
holes water which has been taken jn 
through the mouth is probably more 
widely believed than any other popu- 
}lar misconception, As a matter of 
fact, such a performance would be

Olds School of 


Agriculture 


It was thought by some that the 
attendance at the School of Agricul- 
ture this year particularly among 
the young men, would not be as 
large as formerly, because of the 
very large enlistment on the part of 
the farm boys. Of the students who 
attended the School of Agriculture 
at Olds, thirty-four boys have don- 
ned the khaki and are either in 
training to go to the front or are on 
their way to the front.

While 
we expect the attendance of boys to 
drop off slightly, yet we feel that 
the attendance of girls will be so in- 
creased as to bring the general at- 
tendance up to what it was last 


ear.
